volving two delegations-at-large and 
twenty-one district delegations, a total 
of fifty delegates. Of these, Taft ie 
almost certain of forty-nine, and may 
have fifty. The uncertain delegate 
hails from the eighth district of Ten- 
nessee and it Is not known how he will 
vote. He belonged, however, to the 
Oliver faction in that state, the ma- 
jority of whom were instructed for Taft. 


554 Delegates for Taft. 


When the committee adjourned for 
the day, counting the number gained 
by Taft today as fifty, his managers 
claimed a total] number of delegates on 
the temporary roll cal] actually instruct- 
ed and not including delegates for Taft 
either by indorsement or declaration, 
to be 554. According to the estimates 
made by the allies, the number is 539, 
this estimate being based on the latest 
figures issued by the “Allies.” 

The work of the committee today 
excited much less interest than that 
of any previous session. Visitors, who 
were numerous on former occasions, 
“were~for the mest part absent today. 
South Carolina contests were the first 
called, they being for the first and 
fifth districts: Both of these were 
given to Taft after short hearings. 

Taft Gets -Tennessee. 


The hearing of the contests from Ten- 
nessee occupied the greater part of 
the day. each side. being allowed two 
hours for. presentation of evidence and 
arguments. The fight here grew out of 
a factional struggle over local issues 
in Tennessee, all of the Hale element, 
being instructed for Taft and the ma- 
jority of their opponents, who weré 
dubbed the Oliver delegates, being also 
for the secretary of war. The result 
was that the Taft men were seated in 
all but the eighth “district, where the 
delegation was divided, at the earnest 
request of National Committeeman 
Brownlow, who asked that it be done 
in order to give the republicans of 
that district’ an improved chance of 
defeating the present democratic con- 
gressman, The splitting of the dele- 
gatién, however, is not Nkely to make 
any difference to Taft, inasmuch as 
none of the Oliver delegates were in- 
structed for anybody else, and the 
greater nmber of them had been di- 
rected to vote for him.

The Express, one of the oldest papers 
in Los Angeles, Cal., in its issue of 
June 6 contains a front page _ story 
telling with what joy Mrs. E. L. Con- 
nally, sister to Hon. Joseph M. Brown, 
received the news of his election to the 
office of governor of Georgia. Mrs.

The story in part follows:

L. Connolly, sister to ‘Little Joe” 
Brown, when she was informed by The 
Express of the election of her brother 
to the governorship of Georgia over 
Hoke Smith. 

“Telegrams indicating -his election 
have been comjng to me ever since last 
night,”” continued Mrs. Connally, who is 
a guest of the Hotel Westminster, ‘‘and 
now they are confirmed. 

“My brother is a prohibitionist and a 
Baptist and has been a railroad man 
all of his life, holding only one foffice, 
that Of railroad commissioner, to put 
him out of which was one of the first 
acts of Hoke Smith. 

“Smith, as is ‘well Known, was the 
secretary of the interior under Presi- 
dent Cleveland and two years ago was 
elected governor of Georgia. He ran 
against four men and received a ma- 
jority of 25,000. 

“But ‘he is not so popular as he once 
was and now my brother has defeated

him. ‘Little Joe’ did not leave this office 
in the Kimball house in Atlanta in all 
the campaign, and did not make one 
speech, 

“My father was the ‘war governor’ of 
Georgia, remaining in office from 1857 
until 1865. He was called ‘Old Joe’ 
Brown. He was the only man who was 
governor of Georgia four terms—eight 
years. 

“Afterward the was chief justice of 
the state and served in the United 
States senate for twelve years. His 
name was Joseph E. Brown, and my 
brother's name is Joseph M. Brown. 

‘My brother is 
chising the negro. We cannot let them 
vote, you know. My brother is 56 years 
Old. 

“Prohibition is working very well in 
Georgia, the slight depression it caused 
last January ‘being practically a thing 
of the past.”’ 

Mrs. Connally is accompanied .by her 
husband, a retired physician, and their 
daughter, Miss Frances Connally. They 
are ‘touring the west, Mrs. Connally 
wears a campaign button bearing her 
brother’s picture, 

‘Tl remember Sherman's march from 
Atlanta to the sea very well,” she said, 
“ae I was ten then. As Henry Grady 
said, Sherman was a little careless with 
fire, but that is all past now. Georgia 
sent more soldiers to the Spa nish- 
American#@war than any other state in 
the union. Oh, I am proud of Georgia!”

Northen's family, Governor Smith yes- 
terday commuted to life imprisonment 
the death sentence of Fletcher Burley. 

The crime for which Burley would 
have paid the penalty in Decatur to- 
morrow, was committed at a “hot sup- 
per’ given by some socially inclined 
negroes of DeKalb. During the festivi- 
ties, there was considerable excitement 
and a few shots were exchanged and 
when the smoke ‘cleared, one negro was 
dead. 

Tried on a charge of complicity in the 
Killing, Burley was convicted and sen- 
tenced to expiate’ the crime. But it 
happens that Burley’s antecedents were 
decent, law-abiding and faithful ne- 
groes. One of his ancestors was a slave 
in the family of Mrs. Northen. 

When advised of the fate that hune 
Over a grandson of one of her father’s 
faithful black men, the old spirit of 
protection and affectionate  solicitude 
that marked the typical ante-bellum 
southern «white people of the ‘highest 
caste, strongly asserted itself. She 
went to work to secure the negro boy’s 
pardon. She enlisted the aid of her hus- 
band, ex-Governor W. J. Northen. To- 
gether they appealed to Governor Smith. 
Kvidence was unearthed to -.show that 
Burley’s guilt was established solely by 
circumstantial evidence: there were 
others at the negro sociable, who might 
have been equally guilty of the crime. 

New Trial Granted. 


The supreme court yesterday handed | 
down a decision reversing the lower 
court in the case of E. P. Strickland 
against the Southern Railroad and or- 
dered a new trial of the case. 

The first time Strickland ever traveled 
on a railroad train, he made a round 
trip to Atlanta. On returning home, he 
left his seat in the car when the porter 
called ““‘Winston” and went out on the 
platform to be ready to alight imme- 
diately the train reached -the station.

WRIGHT REJECTS 
THREE RETURNS 


Seaboard, Atlanta and West 
Point, and Postal on the 
List. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright re- 
ceived yesterday the tax returns for this 
year of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad, the Seaboard Air Line railroad 
and Postal Telegraph Company—received 


and rejected them. 

The returns of the Atlanta and West 
Point road showed a total of $2,310,000, 
of which sum the franchise of the road 
was put in at a valuation of $172.- 
833.79. 

Last year the value of the road was 
fixed by three assessors. Colonel O. B. 
Stevens represented the state, G. Gunby 
Jordan of Columbus represented the 
road, and ex-Governor Allen D. Candler 
was the umpire. The valuation placed 
upon the road by these gentlemen was 
$3,812,094. Of this amount the franchise 
‘was valued at $1,608,439. 

The comptrolier general hag rejected 
the road's returns this year, placing the 
property and franchise at the figures 
agreed upon by the arbitrators last 
year. The returns of the road show an 
increase in the value of real estate 
from $82,068 to $136, !68, and an increase 
of personal property from $406,600 to 
$592,360. But the total decrease under 
last year ig $1,502,094, or 39 per cent. 

Seaboard Air line’s Returns. 


In the case of the Seaboard Air Line, 
the returns this year amount to a total 
of $10,300,928, of which $1,626,008 rep- 
resents the value of the franchise. Last 
year the road was assessed on a total 
valuation of $12,651,456, of which’ 
62,138,106 represented the value of the 
franchise. This valuation was fixed by 
a committee of three assessoraq off" 
which Colonel OQ B. Stevens represent- 
ed the atate, L. H. O. Martin of Elbert 
county represented the road, and Judge 
A. Il. Miller of Macon was umpire. The 
comptroller rejected the figures pre- 
sented this year and affixed the returns 
at the figures agreed upon last year by 
the arbitrators. 

The total returns this year of the 
Postal Telegraph Company total $/61,- 
292, of which amount $I0 represents the 
vahie of the franchise. Last year the 
valuation fixed by Lawton Miler, Colo- 
nel O. B. Stevens and Paul B. Trammell 
of Dalton was $300,000, of which amount 
$267,000 was for tangible property and 
$33,000 for the franchise. 

The same assessment will be made 
this year.

Chancellor Barrow Makes Annual

Athens, Ga., June | !1.—(Special.)—Im- 
mediately after the. opening of the 
session of the university board 
trustees this afternoon the report of 
Chancellor David C. Barrow was heard. 
Along with the report of the chancel- 
lor was also the report of Dean Snel- 
ling, of Franklin college, and President 
Soule, of the state college of agricul- 
ture, 

Chancellor Barrow opened his report 
by calling the attention of the trustees 
to the fact that the attendance upon 
the university for. the past year had 
been larger than in any previous year 
of the university’s history. 

The following table shows this at- 
tendance and the different schools of 
the university in which the students 
enrolled:

Concerning the dormitory arrange- 
ments on the campus, the chancellor 
expressed the opinfon that in the fu- 
ture all dormitory additions be made 
on the cottage plan instead of one 
main dormitory. This has been found 
to be quite satisfactory. A physical di- 
rector who can give his whole time to 
that department is recommended. 
eChancellor Barrow announced the 
resignations of Professor A. H. Pat- 
terson, of the department of physics, 
who goes soon to the University of 
North Carolina to accept a similar po- 
sition there: of Professor Akerman, of 
the department of forestry, and of 
Professor Jack Hart, of the horticul- 
tural department. It is recommended 
that the election of the successors to 
Professors Akerman and Hart be left 
to the trustees of the agricultural col- 
lege. 

All of the departments in the uni- 
versity are reported as having done 
excellent work during the year. 

Special praise is given the military 
department of the university and 
Major Kimbrough, the commandent. 

The enlargement of the school of 
education under the direction of Pro- 
fessor T. J. Woofter is strongly recom- 
mended. 

Chancellor Barrow is very strongly 
in favor of establishing a two-year 
course tn medicine here at the uni- 
versity. On this subject he seid: 


Barrow Favors Medical School. 


“So much attention is given to health 
conditions and prevention of disease 
at this time that I wish to call your 
attention to the relation which a state 
university should bear to this ques- 
tion. If we had a school of medicine 
ene function of the school should be 
to give popular lectures and distrib- 
ute circulars giving instruction in 
hygiene.

Uncertainty of the Speculative 
Temper Proved, 


LS 


Low Record of Total Sales for a 
Day in Ower a Year Past Was 
Touched—Crop Damage 
Reports Were in 
Circulation. 


New York, June #1.—The stock mar- 
ket subsided another ‘degree towards 
Stagnation today, the sluggish cur- 
rents of the price movement were 
scarcely distinguishable, and the low 
record of total sales for a day in over 
&@ year past was touched. Such nar- 
row price movement as there was did 
not hold and the constant fluctuation 
within the narrow r&nge of the move- 
ment preved the uncertainty of the 
Speculative temper. While the demané 
for stocks was thus lethargic, it was 
accounted negatively favorable that 
Offerings were on an {nsignificant scale. 
The withholding of stocks from gale in 
a time of such absolute dullness of de- 
mand, and the apathy of the trading 
must prove discouraging to purely 
speculative holders, argues a strong 
technical position for the speculation, 
with slight hampering ‘from weak hold- 
ings easily forced on the market. The 
pertinacity with which stocks were 
held was‘the most notable, in view of 
the unfavorable factors which  par- 
alyzed the demand for stocks without 
inducing any active selling pressure. 
The feeling of discouragement over the 
effect of the cut in steel prices was un- 
questionable, trade authorities being in 
Reneral agreed that no active revival 
of demand was coming out at the con- 
cessions. The frank-spoken opinion of 
The Iron Age that the price reduction, 
while meeting concessions already made 
by independent makers, was not radi- 
cal enough to induce new buying, was 
taken to indicate a probability that 
further reductions would follow  be- 
fore active revival of demand would set 
in. Notice was taken of the rise in 
prices of meats of all kinds, which was 
announced yesterday in connection 
with the fears that price reductions of 
Steel products would be followed nec- 
essarily by wage readjustments. The 
closing of the subscription lists for the 
new Union Pactfic bonds, both here 
and in London, in advance of the date 
set, on the ground thatthe amount was 
already more than covered, amounted 
to an announcement of the success of 
the subscription. Meantime, the deal- 
ingsinthe new bonds when issued were 
continued in the outside market with 
selling to an extent which wiped the 
Previous premium over. the subscrip- 
tion price. This was made ground for 
some selling of Union Pacific by the 
board room traders, which made that 
stock heavy in the narrow market ex- 
isting. Brooklyn Transit. was sold on 
the assumption that the passage of the 
anti-racing bills at Albany would af- 
fect the large traffic of that company 
in carrying crowds to the race tracks. 
Some reports of crop damage were ‘in 
circulation on the,stock exchange in 
Spite of the early decline in prices of 
wheat. Floods were said to have 
caused considerable damage to railroad 
property also in the southwest. Ener- 
getic measures fer collection of state 
taxes against corpprations gave rise to 
some misgivings, especially as the tax 
on stock transfers is included in the 
activities of the euthorities. The dts- 
closures of unsavory practices which 
have been brought out in legal proceed- 
ings in connection with one or two of 
the most recent stock exchange § fail- 
ures have set on foot some agitation 
for measures by the stock exchange 
authorities which ‘will demonstrate that 
such practices are not followed by 
custom. Some répressive effect on 
speculative activity is hinted as an ef- 
fect of this agitation. A sharp rise in 
foreign exchange rates was an incident 
in the day in response to a hardening 
in the private faté of discount in Lon- 
don, which, in tutn, was influenced by 
the withdrawals of gold from London 
for Russian account. Prices of stocks 
ended the day near where they left off 
yesterday.

!i1.—Crop damage re- 
ports from the northwest and the 
southwest caused strength today in 
the local wheat market, the July de- 
livery closing at a gain of 3-4@7-8c. 
Corn was up 1/-8@I!-4c. Oats were 
i-8c higher. Provisions were !7 |-2@ 
25c higher. 

The wheat market was irregular and 
unsettled, The opening was weak be- 
cause of more favorable weather con- 
ditions in this country and a decline 
of more than’ one pence at Liverpool. 
Before the end of the first: half hour 
the market became firm on buying by 
Beveral leading commission houses. 
The demand was chiefly for the July 
delivery, and that option showed the 
greatest strength. Reports of damage 
to the new crop by excessive rains in 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, North Da- 
kota and Minnesota were the bullish 
influences. Scattered realizing sales 
caused a reaction from the high point 
of the day.
